Thare is no scien 
lific ev‘dence to suppoit this 
argument, while there is such 
evidence to shew that gastic 
digestion is improv-d when the 
two arc mixed. 

The foods leave the stomach 
well mixed and ready for the 
major part of digest on which 
occurs in the small int:stine.
